The Prime Minister’s address 
was, in substance, similar to that 
at Markham, on Saturday The 
Premier went into some detail as 
to what it is proposed to do to 
make the Senate understand that 
the Commons is boss. He did not 
repeat his announcement that 
there would be no general elec- 


tion this year, but Mr. Graham 


said it. 

As to overcoming the senate veto 
power, the premier said: 

“In our effort to secure the will 
of the people through the elected 
chamber we intend to proceed with 
all due rerard to the arms the past 
framers of legislation had in mind 
mn establishing the second chamber. 
It has its duties and obligations in 
relation to the rights of the different 
provinces, and any step we take will 
be with due regard to what the 
fathers of confederation had in 
mind when they established the 
senate as one ofthe bodies to be 
concerned with legislation, but I 
do believe the people will expect 
a Liberal government to see that the 
machinery of government is 80 ar- 
ranged as to make possible the will 
of the people to prevail in these 
great measures, which are of vast 
vonoern to the people as a whole.

VIENNA, Aug. 19.—It was a forged telegram that induced Emperor 
| Francis Josef, of Austria-Hungary, to declare war against Serbia, in July, 
1914, according to a statement by Colonel Selinger, who, at the time the 
| war began, was chief of the press bureau of the Vienna war office, pub- 
| lished in the Vienna Tageblatt. 

Colonel Selinger said that a telephone message to the press bureau 
| Peported that Francis Josef at last had signed the war declaration, but 
| that he had been persuaded in doing so after great difficulty, The actual 
signing did not take place, asserts the writer, until Count Berchtold, 
Austrian foreign minisier, showed the emperor a telogram which stated 
that the Serbians had raided Bosnia territory, and, in the fighting, there 
| had been some 400 soldiers killed.
